To the Editob of Thx Citizen : 

Sib: At a recent meeting of the Hon¬ 
orable Town Council of the town of 
Bloomfield the matter of sidewalks was 
discussed briefly. It was noted that 
for a number of years tbe town appro¬ 
priated money to be used to defray one- 
balf the coat of laying flagwaikn In front 
of personal property, but for some time 
peat tbla custom bas not prevailed. It 
seems to me that It le an Injustice to 
lbs property-ownsrs of tbe town wbo 
are obliged to ley walks st tbs present 
time tbet they should be compelled to 
assume tbe total cost, lo view of tbe 
feet that tor years they ware taxed tbelr 
share of the oost for laying tbelr fellow-* 
townsmen's walks. As e large portion 
of our town la already flsggad, aod wee 
flagged on the fifty per cent, baole. It 
would not only be wise but Justloe for 
tbe Council to appropriate money for 
this purpose. 

It would not seem so uojust bad It 
been that any person wbo no desired 
could bevo taken advantage of tbe rule 
wbeo It was lo vogue, but such wan not 
tbs esse, for If you were so uofortuoato 
as to make application just after some 
big men ” of tbe town gobbled up all 
tbe appropriation your application was 
void. I with many others alnoerely 
trust that tbs Council will see fit to re¬ 
turn to tbe former cuetom at an early

A Water Prepealtlew. 

To tbx Editob or Thb Citizbb : 

Sib: To the casual obeervsr there 
seems nothing more rldleuloos than 
the town of Bloomfield being In a 
quandary over tbe queetloe of a water 
supply. The assertion bee been made 
»r and over again that there Is a 
bountiful source of supply of the beet 
quality of water north of Bay Avoooe, 
and an expenditure of 11,000 In ex port¬ 
ents theta would domooetrate beyond 
doubt tbe truth of such seeertlone. 
There ark many things lo favor of eoeb 
ea experiment. 

With e food supply of water assured 
within the town limits, tbe clamor for 
annexation to Newark would lose muc 
of Its fores. There Is a large quentlty 
of good water new running to waste 
through tbe Tblrd Elver valley, aod tbe 
lay of tbe land la such that a vast 
quantity of that water oould be stored 
for Are, purposes aod factory supply, 
while tbe water for household purposes 
ouuld be taken from wells lo tbe earns 
valley. Tbe cost of the duplicate mains 
would not be exoeeelve, X. 


Mrheel Art lu 4'eart 

Tbe announcement made by Chancellor 
Magie that the Court of Errore aod Ap¬ 
peals desired e reergumeol of the ease 
of Mlohael Rlcclo against tbe Mayor and 
Common Council of tbo city of Hoboken, 
In which tbe constitutionality of the 
McKee school act was attacked, la re¬ 
garded by some persona as Indicating 
tbat tbe act le lu danger of betog set 
aside. Tbe court fixed September 9 ee 
tbe date for tbe reargumeot. The law 
was passed In 1902. The principal ob¬ 
jection raised against tbe act was that 
tbe provision making a distinction be¬ 
tween cities end other municipalities 
was oontrsry to the constitutional pro¬ 
vision that a system of public Instruction 
shall oe maintained under uolform laws. 

DISINFE CTING A 8HIP. 

Melet Hewt. a Therwoah OermlelAal

When tbe vessel has tied up to the 
wharf In New Orleans, the first step Is 
the removal of tbe tieddtng. clothing 
and cushions and other cloth fabrics to 
the quarantine shed. Here they are 
hung on a framework consisting of s 
series of racks subtended from a long 
car running on a track and so arranged 
that when the racks are filled the 
whole thing may be run Inside one of 
tbe three great disinfecting cylinders 
B'ljb which tbe station Is equipped. 

These cylinders are enormous steel 
boilers fifty feet In length by eight feet 
In diameter and fitted Inside with con¬ 
tinuous colls of steam pipe. The cylin 
dors are covered with asbestus and 
swathed lo felt, aod wbeo the cylloder 
caps are on they are airtight When 
the clothing has been placed Inside and 
tbe cylinders closed, dry beat Is forced 
through tbe pipes at a temperature of 
180 degrees, and this Is followed by 
moist beat raised to a temperature of 
230 degrees The pressure of from six 
to eight pounds put upon this steam 
heat Is sufficient to force It through 
heavy mattresses or bundles of cloth¬ 
ing. 

After a period which varies from 
thirty minutes to an bonr tbe cylinders 
are opened, tbe racks are run out, and 
tbe rapid evaporation which follows 
causes tbe clothing to dry almost Im¬ 
mediately. The clothing Is unharmed 
by this process, and tbe moist hyat Is a 
thorough germicidal agent It Is an In¬ 
teresting fact that If a freshly launder¬ 
ed linen shirt or collar Is pat Into the 
cylinder It will emerge thoroughly 
moist sod apparently In need of anoth¬ 
er starching. Tbe evaporation Is so rap¬ 
id. however, tbat It Is Immediately re¬ 
stored to Its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.—Leslie’s 
Monthly.
